Problem of Providing for Salary

The problem of 
providing funds 
for the State government 
to meet 
the teachers* 
salary increase, 
has 
suddenly 
assumed

proportions 
in the Legislature, and it now looks 
as though 
the State would offer 
to 
go 
half and 
hulf with the 
school 
districts in providing the $0 , 0 0 0 0 0 0 
or $7,000,000, which 
it is calculated 
would 
he 
necessary. 
This 
m atter 
will be thrashed out next Tuesday. 
The original hope of the legislators, 
backing 
teachers’ salary 
increases, 
was th at the State would finance it, 
but this is said to be impossible after 
a study of the preliminary estimate 
of the revenue in sight. 
The belief 
is th at the State will have something 
like $85,000,000 to appropriate for 
two years and this would mean that 
the total 
educational 
appropriation 
would be $23,000,000, three millions 
to be “ear-m arked” for the teachers if 
the districts agree to raise the rest. 
The 
plan is to take the 
Woodruff 
bill, endorsed 
by 
Senator 
Penrose 
and others, as 
the bill on which to 
work and 
provision that 
districts 
which do not meet the State would 
not share in the allowance.
